Churchill, Conservative, to commen 
that Mr. MacDonald was "the great 
est living master of the art of falling 
without hurting himself." 

The government 
accepted the 


amendment, which was forced by one 
of its own members, John Scurr, a 
Roman Catholic and later passed the 
amended bill on its third and fina 
reading by a vote of 256 to 238. Most 
of the Liberals abstained in the sec 
ond vote. 


The bill provides for raising the 


age at which children may leave 
school from 14 to 15 years, with an

ON BRANCH BANKING 


John W. Pole, comptroller of the 


currency, in his annual report advises 
an amendment to the national bank- 
in? laws to permit branch banking up- 
on the part of national banks within 
certain trade areas. As it is national 
banks are prohibited from branch bank- 
ing excepting Avhere state banks are 
given by the local law that privilege. 


The reasoning Mr. Pole puts forth 


to support this contemplated change 
is not very persuasive. It is based 
upon the alleged instability "of the 
small banks," and proceeds upon the 
theory that the present small banks, 
principally in agricultural districts or 
in the villages and little cities would 
become instead branches of some more 


- powerful financial institution. In pe- 


riods of hardship at certain places in 
the country changes of this character 
are often advised and'sometimes greed- 
ily accepted as a cure-all without find- 
ing the real fault but later learning 
that the medicine applied was without 
potency. 


Banking is a form of power. It is 


highly desirable, if possible, to spread 
it out in manyjhands. It provides also 
a form of concentrated education that 
should be used by boards of directors 
in as many sections of the country as 
possible. That there is danger in the 


* concentration of this power because of 


the possible misuse of it must be ap- 
parent to all. Moreover the natural 
tendency of such concentration has 
been hurtful to the interests of the 


" smaller communities as well as to the 


smaller businessmen. 


A careful analysis of the difficulties 


into which some of the banks in rural 


= _ communities have found themselves in- 
r. dicates plainly enough that bVanch 
" banking is not the cure. Aside from 


" the rare cases of defalcation or em- 
- bezzlement; almost all of which is cov- 


ered in the modern bank by insur- 


> ance, the trouble is directly attributa- 


ble to errors of management, things 
perhaps less likely in larger institu- 
-tions although more farreaching in 
their harm when they do occur, as 
•witness the Banco Kentucky. The 
trouble has been that the banks which 


*; face these difficulties invited them be- 


cause they put too much of their de- 


- posits in one form of investment, ques- 


tionable banking whether that form 
of investment be agricultural products, 
automobiles or anything else. 


Differing somewhat in the various 


states the laws require banks to carry 
from 15 to 20 per cent of their de- 
posits in cash. Were a similar amount 
required to be held in high grade com- 
mercial paper due within a short time 
of three or four months or certain 
classes of bonds o£ ready marketabil- 
ity, it is safe to say that none of these 
institutions would have been required 
to close its doors. Very few of them 
closed because of insolvency but be- 
cause of "frozen assets" which were 
good enough but took time to liquidate. 
Stricter laws concerning a bank's in- 
vestments followed with careful super- 
Tision by governmental authorities is 
more desirous than branch banking 
because it will secure the proper re- 


" salts without falling into the vices of 
the latter. 


ORDINANCE SHOWS ITS TEETH 


The fact that the new Outagamie 


county dance hall ordinance has teeth 
in it was demonstrated this week when 
the operator of an unlicensed dance tras 
taken into court and fined. The ar- 
rest also indicated that the sheriff's 
office is determined that the law shall 
be enforced. 


It is quite likely that many of the 


abuses charged against resorts and 
Toadhouses will be eliminated by care- 
ful enforcement of the ordinance. If 
the owners of these places are assured 
;that county officers will carefully check 
£faem for violation of the dance hall 


i ordinance they will be quite careful 
- about permitting other violations of 


the !anv, including operation of slot ma- 
chines and sale of illicit liquor, on their 
premises. 


Whether the purpose of the ordi- 


nance to prevent corruption of morals 
and violation of the law at dances will 


be accomplished, to an acceptable ex- 
tent of course depends in a large mea- 
sure upon the character of inspectors 
sent to the dances. These men must 
be selected carefully, with considerable 
consideration for their own characters 
and their ability to command respect 
and obedience. With well chosen in- 
spectors at the dances the difficulties 
that beset previous efforts to regulate 
dance halls will be largely eliminated. 


In the long run the dance halls and 


the resorts of Outagamie county will 
be exactly what the people want them 
to be. If they want them to be order- 
ly places the people only need to sup- 
port their officials in enforcement of 
the ordinance and there will be little 
reason for complaint. 


FRENCH LEAVE 


A judge at Bordeaux, France has 


recently decided that "a husband, in 
his quality as head of the house and 
by virtue of his domestic authority, 
which is recognized by law, has the 
right of control and supervision of his 
wife's correspondence." 


Legal opinion in France appears to 


agree with this decision as to a hus- 
band's right to open his wife's letters, 
but they are not so sure about the le- 
gality of the action if the situation 
were reversed. Judgments have been 
handed down however, that a wife can- 
not be held blamable if "she picks up 
and reads letters which her husband has 
imprudently left in the pockets of his 
clothes." This opinion seems to assume 
that a wife has the right to make a tour 
of investigation of her husband's pock- 
ets, even in the darkness of the night 
which is the usual time for burglars 
on the prowl. 


It is possible that even in this coun- 


try a husband might have the forti- 
tude to read his wife's correspondence, 
provided she did not find it out. But 
should she, in her desire to balance 
the family budget or meet the expense 
of an unprofitable afternoon at bridge, 
be held blamable by a complaining 
husband and foolhardy judge for read- 
ing any letters she might find, it is 
ventured to suggest that the wrath of 
American feminism would be vented 
solely on a cloud of dust due to the 
haste of the husband and judge tak- 
ing to cover. 


Itris presumed there are cases in 


American jurisprudence similar to that 
of th'e Bordeaux court and there be 
many a judge or husband who might 
proclaim to the world what they would 
do under like circumstances, but there 
is an old proverb—"We cannot answer 
for our courage when we never have 
been in danger."

But I prefer not to place 
much credence in the idle "claim" 
of the unidentified doctor that nine 
out of ten diphtheria cases he bas 
seen in six months were in children 
who nad been immunized by the 
TAT—unless the-doctor in question 
is prepared to confess that he lias 
failed to report Ms diphtheria cases 
to the lealth department as required 
by the law.

"Avoid sudden changes of tem- 


perature, close and stuffy air, and 
fatigue. -

waste,, rest 'and diet. 


"Suppose you have taken cold, in 


spite of all precautions; then you 


become a source of danger to others.

"Be your own policeman.

London—(JP)—The world's econom- 


ic troubles today were described by 
Reginald McKenna, former chancel- 
lor of the exchequer and now chair- 
man of the Midland bunk, to three 
main causes for which he suggested 
remedies. 
"First." he said at a meeting of 


the bank directors, "we are suffer- 
ing from maladministration of gold 
due to the relative inability or un- 
willingness of creditor nations to 
lend money to debtor nations. 


"Second, the public has not* yet 


recovered from the reaction of tho 
American stock market collapse; and 
third, we in England are still feel- 
ing-the effects of the long period of 
deflation. 


"If monetary policy can do little 


in the present circumstances to stim- 
ulate recovery by positive action, 
it- can at any rate preserve conditions 
favorable to recovery by keeping 
money plentiful and cheap."

season, in the opinion of base- 


ball men who have been studying 
closely the revision of the rules thai 
was made following tlie December 
meeting of the major leagues. 


If he keeps a sharp eye on the 


pitcher, the alert player should bo 
able to improve his record for pil- 
fering bases, as a result of the re- 
writing of the rule which defines 
the position of the pitcher when he 
delivers the ball. 


During the rules committee's ses- 


sion there was some reference to 
the lack of base running now as 
compared with former days. Clark 
Griffith, the "Washington club own- 
er, who was once a pitcher of note 
and has the prejudices of the pitch- 
er, thought the runners were able 
to take care of themselves and be- 
lieved that less base stealing, or at- 
tempted stealing-, takes places these 
days because the style of play calls 
for less sacrificing. 
When the sac- 


rifio prevailed the 
runners 
were 


more alert to steal because every 
base gained was an added assistance 
to a run. 


"When the old rule defining {he 


pitcher's position was reached, Presi- 
dent E. S. Barnard of the American 
league had a new one to take its 
place. It did not give the pitchers 
more leeway than they now have.

The fa- 
mous base runners of old were adept 
in studying the pitcher. They were 
clever in taking a start at the exact 
moment when the pitcher -was about 
to deliver the ball, and he had to go 
through with it or make a balk. 


In the old rule the wording was 


so IOOSB that a pitcher could have 
stepped with both feet in front of 
the rubber and might have been 
strictly within the rule. He could 
face the batter 
"with both, feet 


squarely on the ground and in front 
of the pitcher's plate," which literal- 
ly meant that he might have both 
feet in front of the plate and then 
would have to take a hitch back in 
order to have one foot in contact 
with, the plate when he delivered the 
ball.

•with a view to promoting agricul 
tural, commercial and industrial de 
velopment of the state.

operation of the reserve bank sub- 
ject to the supervision of a board of 
directors composed of the president 
of each bank and by the state bank 
ing commissioner. The board would 
elect officers of the central bank. 


Under the measure, the reserve 


bank would begin operations after 
it haa subscribed at least $2,000,000 
of its capital stock. 
It would be 


established within 30 days after the 
enactment of the measure, according 
to terms of the bill. The attorney 
general is directed to prepare ar 
tides of incorporation pursuant to 
the instructions of the banking com 
missioner.
